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GAMES AND AMUSEMENTS BOARD 


The Games and Amusements Board (GAB), an agency attached to the Office of the 
President, is vested with supervisory and regulatory authority over professional sports 
and games in the Philippines. It was created as part of the government reorganization 
in 1951 pursuant to Executive Order 392 entitled “Further Reorganizing the Different 
Executive Departments, Bureaus, Offices, and Agencies of the Government of the 
Republic of the Philippines, Making Certain Readjustments of Personnel and 
Reallotments of Funds in Connection Therewith, and For Other Purposes.” 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
JANUARY — DECEMBER 2018 


The Games and Amusements Board (GAB) continues to reap the fruits of its hard work 
as it continues to deliver remarkable performance in the fulfillment of its mandate to 
strengthen its regulatory and supervisory powers over professional sports, as well as to 
help generate more revenues for the government. This has been the result of various 
innovations introduced by the Board led by Chairman Abraham Kahlil B. Mitra, since 
their assumption of office in the latter part of 2016. 


|. Higher Revenue Collection for the Government 
The GAB generated higher revenue in FY2018 with an increase of 24% from its revenue 


collection in 2017. The comparative records of revenues are shown in the table 
below:

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ll. Grant of FREE medical examinations for all Filipino boxers and MMA athletes 


The grant of free medical examinations started in November 2017. Initially, this 
assistance was given to all Filipino professional boxers. The GAB and the 
Department of Health (DOH) entered into an agreement in 2017 to help improve 
the welfare of our professional boxers as well as encourage participation of more 
boxer-licensees. 


With the continued commitment of GAB to help improve the welfare and safety of 
professional boxers, the GAB and DOH agreed to renew their partnership and 
continue to provide free diagnostic, medical and neurologic services not only for 
professional boxers but also for mixed-martial arts (MMA) athletes in the country. 
The Memorandum of Agreement was signed on August 17, 2018 and is valid for a 
period of two (2) years. 


In 2018, more than 700 professional boxers were given free medical examinations 


in all public hospitals in the country. More are expected to benefit from this 
program due to the inclusion of MMA. 


lll. Gym Inspection 


For welfare and safety of Filipino boxers and MMA athletes, the gym inspection is 
conducted to determine and ensure that all athletes programmed in the 
upcoming promotions are in proper drill, conditioning and training. This includes 
the assurance that athletes are not hiding any injuries derived from workout and 
sparring before their scheduled fights. Gym inspection also ensures that the gym 
has adequate and proper training and sparring facilities. 


In 2018, 17 gyms were visited and inspected by GAB personnel, who also 
conducted orientations on the requirements in licensing and fight rules.

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IV. Hosting of Boxing Convention

The convention featured boxing ring officials seminars, boxing clinic, Muay-thai 
training seminar, medical meetings, ratings meetings and WBC Cares visit. There 
were discussions on the past, present and future of the sports, to address 
challenges, possibilities and risks, and celebrate and honor. An awards night was 
also conducted celebrating and honoring the many strong and powerful men 
and women who have made an impact inside and outside the ring.

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Vi. Live Streamining and Video Recording of Boxing Event 


To broadcast boxing events on the internet as it happens, live streaming through 
Facebook live is done, as well as video recording. This is to promote accessibility 
and also to ensure that review and decision over complaints filed before the GAB 
regarding a particular fight incident are properly rendered. At the same time, the 
video is used by GAB to monitor and evaluate the performance of ring officials 
assigned during the event.

Forging of Agreement between Philippines and China 


In August 2018, the GAB represented by Chairman Abraham Kahli B. Mitra, 
International Boxing Federation (IBF) China President Ruihang Wang and Rejoy 
International Holdings (Beijing) Co. Ltd. Senior Vice President Andrew Lu signed a 
S-year Tripartite Agreement to boost Asian boxing. The agreement allows Rejoy 
Holdings to organize friendly matches and training camps for boxers from China 
and the philippines and hold IBF silk Road Champions Tournaments. On th eother 
hand, IBF China will host the matches, camps and the championships. And for its 
part, the GAB will provide high-level boxers, judges, referees, coaches and 
trainers to actively participate in the programs. 


Vill. Grant of Monthly Allowance to Former Filipino Boxing World Champions 


In 2018, the GAB entered into a Memorandum of Agreement with Singwangcha 
Foundation represented by its founder, Mr. Naris Singwangcha, wherein the latter 
undertakes to provide monthly allowance to former Filipino world champions. This 
is in recognition of the pride and honor that these boxers have given to the 
Philippines during their active days as boxers.
